AFTER INQUIRY 


Mayor Abruptly Ends 
Contract With Charles 
H. Whitley — 3-Man 
Committee Named to 
Head Agency.

Three Democratic City Com- 
mittee members today lost their 
soft jobs at the city’s dog pound 
as a result of a searching inves- 
tigation into reported irregu- 
larities at the pound. 

Those whose jobs were ter- 
minated are: Henry E. Luaders 
and Mrs. Ann Fuerst, Ninth ward 
committee members, and Roy J. 


Farrar, Twenty-seventh ward 
committeeman. 

Operation of the pound is 
being conducted by a three-man 
committeé named yesterday by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, after 
he had abruptly terminated the 
contract of Charles H. Whitley. 

A committee member, when 
asked if Luaders, Mrs. Fuerst 
and Farrar would remain on the 
payroll, said: “Definitely not.” 

Luaders Paid $500 a Year. 

Under Whitley, Luaders re- 
ceived $500 a year for “book- 
keeping” and whatever was left 
over at the end of the year” for 
use of his equipment. 

Mrs. Fuerst and Farrar drew 
salaries of $250 a month, al- 
though Whitley acknowledged 
they did nothing to earn it. The 
latter two cOmmittee members 
have been charged in warrants 
with obtaining money under 
false pretenses, but so far police 
have been unable to find them. 

The Mayor’s committee con- 
sisting of City Marshal Richard 
J. FitzGibbon, Health Commis- 
sioner J. Earl Smith and Edward 
J. Golterman, an administrative 
assistant to Tucker, found that 
all of Luaders’s equipment had 
been removed when they went 
to the pound early today. 

“Right now we. couldn’t catch 
a dog if we wanted to,” Fitz- 
Gibbon said, as the committee 
began inspection of the pound's 
facilities. We'll have to rent 
some equipment, but 
plan to have city empl 
this place a renovating.” 

In Charge of Pound. 

Although the committee will 
have supervision of the pound, 
its activities are being placed 
directly in charge of Luther 
Frederickson, a health depart- 
ment veterinarian. 

This was in line with a rec- 
ommendation made two years 
ago by Dr. Smith, who said the 
pound was fthadequately staffed 
and equipped to do effective 
work, particularly in control of 
rabies. 

Whitley, the pound m ster who 
received $1200 a month from the 
city for operation purposes, was 
abruptly removed by Tucker 
when, at a conference in the 
mayor’s office, he said that news- 
paper accounts detailing the 
handling of pound funds were 
true. 

“In that case, the city will ter- 
minate your contract as of to- 
day,” Tucker declared. He in- 
structed Comptroller Milton Car- 
penter and FitzGibbon, who also 
were at the meeting, not to ap- 
prove any further withdrawals 
of money by Whitley. 

Preparation of Bill Ordered. 
The Mayor then instructed 
Health Commissioner Smith to 
prepare an ordinance for sub- 
mission to the Board of Alder-. 
men for placing the dog pound 
under control of his department. 
The pound is now under nom- 
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inal supervision of the city mar- 
shal. 

Carpenter, who asked yester- 
day for an accounting of all fees 
received at the pound since May 
1952, asked Whitley if he had 
turned over such fees to the 
comptroller’s office. 

The pound master, considered 
by authorities to have had only 
a minor role in the dog-pound 
activities under investigation, 
said he had made no accounting. 

Circuit Attorney Inquiry. 

In the meantime, the circuit 
attorney’s office continued to in- 
quire into the possible participa- 
tion of “higher ups” in the re- 
ported irregularities at the 
pound. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Eu- 
gene P. Freeman, who is in 
charge of the inquiry in the ab- 
sence of Circuit Attorney Ed- 
ward L. Dowd from the city, said 
several witnesses would appear 
before the circuit court grand 
jury tomorrow at 2 p.m. 

Another Democratic city com- 
mittee member, representing a 
South Side ward, was reportedly 
on the pound’s payroll at $250 
a month before Mrs. Fuerst and 
Farrar got their jobs.

Cole Predicts Output of Atomic 


Electric Power 


Committee Head Believes Up to 12 Re- 
actors May Be in Use — Tells of 
‘Remarkable Progress.’ 


Within 5 Years

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18—At 
least one and perhaps as many 
as 12 atomic energy reactors 
will be producing peacetime 
electric power within five years, 
it is estimated by Representative 
W. Sterling Cole (Rep.), New 
York, chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee. 

Such power cannot be pro- 
duced at present on an econom- 
ically competitive basis with 
power produced with the use of 
conventional natural fuels or 
hydroelectric facilities, but Cole 
said he thought that in about 15 
years that condition would no 
longer obtain. 

In a copyrighted interview in 
the magazine U.S. News and 
World Report, published yester- 
day, Cole said that on the basis 
of hearings his committee has 
conducted on the industrial uses 
of atomic energy he would esti- 
mate that “within the next five 
years there will be at least one 
—and perhaps as many as a 
dozen—reactors producing elec- 
tric power.” 

“These first reactors may not 
be economically competitive 


t of 


with power from coal or oil or 
hydroelectric sources,” he con- 
tinued, but they will be nearly 
so. Ten years after the first 
ones are constructed I would 
guess that nuclear reactors will 
become really competitive with 
conventional power. 

“We are making truly remark- 
able progress. .The day of use- 
ful atomic power is a lot closer 
than many people imagine. If 
we look 50 years in the future, 
I think we are going to be very 
pleasantly surprised at the way 
atomic energy has broadened 
out available energy resources.” 

Cole said he hoped that by 
the time Congress reconvenes 
the committee would have 
‘drafted a revision of the basic 
atomic energy act that would 
make it possible for private in- 
dustry to use fissionable mate- 
rial and build atomic reactors. 

“Any such revision would 
have to be based on the premise 
that no fissionable material 
would be diverted to power de- 
velopment if this in any way 
kept us from meeting our re- 
quirements for atomic weapons,“ 
Cole said. 

“Of course, there would be 
no real point in changing the

259 MEXICANS ILL 
ON CALIFORNIA JOB

MERCED, Calif., Aug. 18 (UP) 
Nearly 260 Mexican farm 
workers were treated today for 
ptomaine poisoning, apparently 
the result of eating meat sand- 
wiches left in the sun. 

Hospital facilities in the 
Merced area were swamped with 
patients. At least 217 Mexicans 
were at Merced General Hospi- 
tal and 42 others were taken 
to Mercy Hospital. 

Two men were in serious con- 
dition and 15 others were seri- 
ously ill, Hospital attendants 
said the others were miser- 
able” but in no danger. 

The Mexicans went to work 
before dawn yesterday in the 
Los Banos area on the east side 
of the San Joaquin valley. They 
were employed by the East Side 
Growers’ Association. While 
they were picking peaches, apri- 
cots. melons and cantaloupes, 
their lunch bags were left in the 
sun. Inside were meat, cheese, 
and marmalade sandwiches and 
an orange. 

It was believed the meat sand- 
wiches were to blame. 


U.S. STREAMLINES 
PURCHASE FORMS, 
DOWN TO 6 COPIES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (UP) 
~The General Services Admin- 
istration announced a new vic- 
tory today in the government’s 
eternal war with red tape. 

The agency has devised a new 
six-copy form for use in making 
government purchases. Six may 
seem like a lot of copies, but for 
the Government it is far below 
par. 

The forms will replace nearly 
50 different purchasing systems, 
some of which require anywhere 
from eight to 23 copies. GSA 
Administrator Edmund F. Man- 
sure predicted it would “cut the 
actual number of pieces of paper 
which have to be handled by 
almost 50 per cent.” 

Mansure is certain it will save 
money, too, but he is unable to 
say how much. He cited a Hoo- 
ver Commission report that it 
costs a minimum of $10 to 
handle one Government _ pur- 
chase. Last year there were 
more than 6,000,000 such trans- 
actions.

Neutrality Held Bar — 
Participation Could 
Cause Harm, Pose

UNITED NATIONS, N.., 
Aug. 18.—The United States 
stood pat today in its opposi- 
tion to India’s participation in 
the Korean political conference. 
There are four major reasons 


why India should not take part 
in the meeting, a spokesman 
for the American delegation 
said: (1) India has no right to 
participate, (2) it has no need 
to participate, (3) it could cause 
harm by participating and (4) 
it would be placed in a diffi- 
cult if not impassible moral and 
legal position by participating. 
Stayed Neutral in War. 

India has no right to take 

part in the conference because 
it remained neutral during the 
Korean conflict, the American 
spokesman said. 
The conference is being called 
to settle the war, and the gov- 
ernments entitled to do this are 
| those that took part in the war, 
not those that sat on the side- 
lines and maintained a majestic 
impartiality as between the ag- 
gressors and those who repelled 
the aggression. 

There is no need for India to 
participate in the conference, 
because subjects other than 
those arising out of the Korean 


agenda, and India’s 
therefore are not involved, in 
the American view. 

Harm in Two Respects. 

Indian participation in the 
conference would do harm in 
two respects, the United States 
argues: 

1. If India is invited to attend, 
then any number of other neu- 
trals could also claim a right 
to take part, and the conference 
could easily assume unmanage- 
able proportions. 

2. South Korean President 
Syngman Rhee objects bitterly 
to India’s participation, and is 
even threatening that South Ko- 
rea will boycott the meeting if 
the Indians attend. 

Finally, the United States ar- 
gues that India will be placed 
in a difficult if not impossibe 
moral and legal position if it is 
represented at the conference— 
the position, in fact, of being 
both judge and jury on some 
aspects of the Korean settement. 
| For as a memben of the Neu- 
‘tral Nations Repatriation Com- 
mission, India is responsible for 
the return of prisoners of war, 
and the political conference will

18 ‘(AP)—Three French cave ex- 
plorers today claimed a world’s 
record of 730 meters—2395 feet 
—for a descent into the earth. 

The record was claimed by 
Robert Levi, Norbert Casteret 
and Dr. Andrey Mairey, three 
speleologists temporarily strand- 
ed at the bottom of the deep Jis- 
sure here in southwestern France 
known as the world’s deepest 
cave. 

The previous record for pene- 
tration into the earth was 2250 
feet, held by another French- 
man Pierre Chevalier. 

The three explorers were due 
to be pulled to the surface, but 
a violent storm forced compan- 
ions on the surface to halt the 
winding apparatus and the steel 
cable by which they made their 
descent. The cable frequently 
gets stuck on rocks and ledges 
in the narrow chimney-like hole.

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SHAH ARRIVES 
IN ROME, SAYS

Accompanied by Wife 
in Flight From Bagh- 
dad — Doesn't Think 
He Will Remain in 
Italy Long. 


ROME, Aug. 18 ¢CAP)—The 
Shah and Queen of Iran’s totter- 
ing peacock throne flew here 
from Baghdad today, joining 
Italy’s growing colony of exiled 
royalty. 

“I am not going to abdicate 
now,” the young Shah said. 

Asked if he planned to go 
back to Iran, the Shah replied, 
“Probably, but not in the imme- 
diate future.” 

To all questions about his im- 
mediate future, he said, I'm 
sorry, I really can’t answer you 
now, Perhaps later.” 

But he said he did not think 
he would remain in Italy long. 

The royal couple entered an 
automobile and sped from the 
airfield to Rome where he had 
engaged the royal suite at the

The handsome 34-year-old Mo- 
hammed Reza Pahlevi and his 
green-eyed queen, Soraya, 20, 
fled to Baghdad, Iraqui capital. 
Sundty after a Royal-backed at- 
tempt of the imperial guard to 
oust Premier Mohammed Mos- 
sadegh had been thwarted, 

In Tehran, Mossadegh con- 
tinued a roundup of persons ac- 
cused of participating in the ill- 
fated attempt to unseat him.

U.N.’s International Labor Of- 
fice, a specialized agency with 
headquarters in Geneva. 


OAK RIDGE LABOR DISPUTE 
SETTLED BY U.S, PANEL 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn., Aug. 18 
(AP) — President Eisenhower's 
atomic labor panel apparently 
has smoothed out differences be- 
tween union leaders and Carbide 
& Carbon Chemicals Co. Union 
bosses planned to meet today 
with management officials after 
accepting the panel's recom- 
mendation. 

The panel’s counsel was a 
compromise measure made pub- 
lic yesterday after negotiations 
between the union and the com- 
pany failed. The dispute had 
resulted in a strike of about 
3500 members of crafts affili- 
ated with the atomic trades and 
labor council last July 27 and 28.

JOB SITUATION 


‘RELATIVELY GOOD’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (UP) 
—The Department of Labor 
said today the job situation in 
major production centers was 
“relatively good” last month, de- 
spite the first signs of “loosen- 
ing” in a year and a half. 

The department said a slight 
rise in unemployment in June 
largely reflected the influx of 
school graduates and vacation- 
ing students into the labor mar- 
ket, and other seasonal factors.

The main point of difference 
between the two drafts is that 
the short form omits a clause 
calling for the payment to Rus- 
sia of $150,000,000 for the re- 
turn of industries which the 
Soviets are holding on the 
ground that they belonged to 
the German. Nazi regime of 
Adolf Hitler. 

The notes delivered to the 
Foreign Office in Moscow yes- 
terday and made public last 
night suggested that diplomats 
appointed by the western pow- 
ers and Russia meet in London 
to resume talks on the long 
treaty. 

They were in reply to a Rus- 
sian note of July 30 asking that 
the western nations drop the 
short form treaty, which Russia 
has contended is a violation of 
the Big Four agreement made at 
Potsdam in 1945. 

In another note Aug. 4, the 
Soviets had said that “it goes 
without saying that a possible 
successful solution of the Ger- 
man problem could also help a 
solution of the Austrian ques- 
tion.” 

In reply, yesterday’s United 
States note said it was assumed 
this did not mean that hope for 
an Austrians treaty would be de- 
ferred “until other unrelated 
conditions are met.”

Forced Out of Business. 

The June raids cost Tappero 
26 machines, Fribley said, and 
he was forced out of the illegal 
business. The machines were 
broken with axes by state police 
and 56 Christian countians 
charged with possession of 
gambling devices were prosecut- 
ed by State’s Attorney Hoover. 

Christian county, of which 
Taylorville is the county seat, 
long has been a center of gam- 
bling activity. It has a Democratic 
government, Hoover, who was

Under the new Missouri driv- 
er's license law, Which became 
effective Jan. 1, 1952, a driver's 
license may be revoked for a 
specified list of offenses, includ- 
ing conviction upon three 
charges of careless and reckless 
driving committed within a two- 
year period. Other offenses in- 
clude manslaughter, driving 
while intoxicated and leaving the 
scene of an accident, 

A driver’s license can be sus- 
pended, not to exceed one year, 
if the holder is shown to be an 
“habitual reckless or negligent 
driver” of a motor vehicle or is 
an “habitual violator of traffic 
laws.” 

Definition of Term. 

However, the act defines an 
“habitual reckless or negligent 
driver” as one who has been 
convicted at least three times 
within two years of careless driv- 
ing. It defines “habitual viola- 
tor of traffic laws” as one who 
has been adjudged guilty at 
least five times within one year 
of violating any traffic laws or 
ordinances other than non-mov- 
ing traffic violations. 

Moore’s record since the effec- 
tive date of the law does not ap- 
pear to bring him within the 
categories listed above although 
Missouri authorities are continu- 
ing to search for grounds on 
which to revoke or suspend his 
driver’s license. 

Magistrate courts and the cir- 
cuit courts are given the same 
power to revoke or suspend driv- 
er’s licenses as the State Direc- 
tor of Revenue possesses. Power 
to revoke licenses is not given 
to municipal or poiice courts, 
but police courts in cities hav- 
ing a population in excéss of 
300,000 may suspend a driver's 
license for three months within

There were three of us in- 
volved in the escape plot. We 
began to connive, scrape food 
bewls for leftovers and horde up 
everything we could lay hands 
on that we could eat or use for 
trading or bribery. 

Communists are easy to bribe. 

One stormy night looked like 
the night. We were ready, but 
the third man had just come 
down with yellow jaundice. Dean 
and I decided to go it alone. 

We sneaked out into a corn 
patch. The rain was beating 
down. We had all our posses- 
sions—Dean’s wrist watch, two 
or three fountain pens, about 
$10 in greenbacks I had bor- 
rowed from Turkish prisoners, a 
straight razor Dean had — mah 
a Boy Scout knife and the cover 
for a sleeping bag which we 
were going to use for a sail on 
any small boat we might steal. 

We got through that corn 
patch. Then we hit a wood and 
tripped over the undergrowth 
and I slid down an embankment 
that left my derriere bare. I 
think it was an open grave the 
Reds had dug. We floundered 
around there and got going 
again. 

Suffered Night Blindness. 

It was black as pitch. We 
didn’t know it but we had night 
blindness due to a lack of vita- 
mins. We stumbled on and pret- 
ty soon fell over a fence and 
into a pig sty. That pig squealed 
until he woke up the Korean 
farmer. The farmer poked his 
head out of a window, but he 
never did come out. 

We held our’ breath. Nothing 
happened. Dean and I stole 
away. 

It took us most all night but 
we swam the half-mile wide lake 
1 ass over on the other side 
of it. 

We slept all day in some 
bushes. It was raining and we 
were wri wet.

That night we had a talk. We

Our camp doctors had told us 
that when you get jaundice you 
must lie still and take as much 
sugar as possible. Of course, we 
had no sugar. 

We had to find a place to hide. 
We saw a cowshed and crawled 
in there. 

3° Days, Nights in Rain. 

We had been three days and 
nights in a torrential rain. We 
were cold. We wanted warm

We decided we'd take a 
chance. 1 they wouldn't 
turn us in could get two 
or three days rest. There were 
about seven families in it. 

They did give us warm food, 
kindness, dry tobacco. But too 
many people had seen us. 

It was that old snitch govern- 
ment.

We got out on the road. We 
didn’t know it but we were only 
six kilometers from the Yalu.

Philip Young Says U. S. 


Lists Will Be Reduced | ene 


by 180,000 Jobs by 
Next July. 


By next July about 180,000 
federal jobs will have been elim- 
inated at an estimated annual 
saving of more than $600,000,000 
since the change of Administra- 
tion, Philip Young, chairman of 
the United States Civil Service 
Commission, said here today. 

From last January, when the 
Republicans took office, until 
June 30, the size of the federal 
payroll was reduced by 80,000 
employes, Young told the Post- 
Dispatch. In the next fiscal year 
an additional 100,000 jobs will 
be eliminated, the civil service 
chairman predicted. 

More than half of the reduc- 
tions will be accomplished by 
not filling vacancies that occur 
in a normal turnover, Young 
said. : 

Career Workers Aided. 

“Where reductions in force 
have been necessary, they have 
been made under new proced- 
ures devised to cut down costly, 
disruptive ‘chain bumpings’ and 
to give the career service em- 
ploye stronger job protectien by 
displacing employes of indefinite 
tenure and putting career work- 
ers in their places,” he said. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Greater St. Louis Federal Busi- 
ness Association at Hotel De- 
Soto, Young told his audience 
the merit system in federal em- 
ployment has been improved by 
changes in the Veterans Prefer- 
ence Act, which were enacted 
recently with the backing of the 
Administration and major vet- 
eran groups. 

Under these changes a vet- 
eran’s five or 10 preference 
points may not be used to make 
the difference between a pass- 
ing and failing score, but Will be 
added to increase the veteran’s 
standing after he has made a 
passing score, Young said. 

Also, he said, a disabled vet- 
eran will not be. put at the top 
of civil service eligibility lists 
unless his disability is severe 
enough to be compensable un- 
der laws administered by the 
Veterans Administration. 

Young said, “This Administra- 
tion is setting the true career 
service clearly apart from the 
effects of political change. At 
the same time we are plainly 
marking off the jobs which are 
policy-determining or confiden- 
tial in character and which will 
change with changes of admin- 
istration.” 

He repeated a statement made 
last week in Washington that 
Americans should not be misled 
by “cries from political sources“ 
that the civil service is being 
undermined. **

“Our purpose remains the 
achievement by peaceful means 
of a unified, independent and 
democratic Korea under a rep- 
reesntative form of government,” 
Lloyd said. “Certainly there 
will be no encouragement from 
this body to see this, or any 
other end in Korea, sought by 
other than peaceful means.” 
„Lloyd said he hoped that not 
all 16 U.N. member countries. 
which sent combat forces to Ko- 
rea would take part in the po- 
litical conference, even though 
they have the right to do so. 


The number of governments

All three schools were cited 
for 1388 campus tryouts. 

Notre Dame and Michigan 
State were subjected only to 
written rebuke, but N.C.A.A. of- 
ficials believed that the publicity 
of their cases would cause them 
the greatest anguish. 

Objections were forthcoming 
almost immediately from Notre 
Dame, where the whiversity’s 
vice president, the Bev. Edmund 
P. Joyce said the N.C.A.A. could 
have “more profitably” dealt 
with “many areas of really seri- 
ous abuses” at other schools. 

“It is ironic to be subjected 
to public opprobrium for a 
minor offense which was de- 
cisively handled on the univer- 
sity level,” he said. 

(Football Coach Frank Leahy 
terming Notre Dame’s offense 
“the smallest of venial sins as 
things are going,” declared: 

(“I wish all of our critics would 
examine their consciences clear- 
ly and honestly and he who 
doesn't have a comparable sin 
or a greater sin, let him cast the 
first stone.“ 

The penalty was levied against 
Arizona State for payment to 
athletes for participation in 
sports, for tryouts of athletes, 
and for actions of the Sun Angel 
Foundation, an alumni group in 
the Phoenix area which from 
1949 through 1952 contributed 
> atic $79,600 to the col- 
ege. 

The council ordered Arizona 
State to submit a full report of 
all foundation operations from 
September, 1949, through Sep- 
tember, 1955, and called for a 
review of the case at regular 
meetings next year and in 1955.

es 


Arizona State agreed to abide 
by the N. C. A. A. ruling. But the 
school’s president, Grady Gam- 
mage, the college feels the 
matter on which the association 
based its decision was submitted 
by “prejudiced sources.” 

He said much of the matter 
was presented by disgruntled 
former employes, a number of 
whom committed the infractions 
as agents of the college, but 
without knowledge of college 
officials. 


Notre Dame was “severely 
censured and reprimanded” be- 
cause members of its coaching 
staffs tried out athletes in foot- 
ball for the 1 four years and 
in basketball for the past two 
years, 

The tryouts, the council said, 
included wind sprints, calisthen- 
ics, reflex tests, running, pass- 
ing and dummy blocking in foot- 
ball, and reflex demonstrations, 
basket shooting and scrimmage 
in basketball. 

Michigan State was “repri- 
manded” for trying out one bas- 
keétball player in 1951 and two 
in 1952, and the Big Ten’s action 
in placing the school on proba- 
tion for one year as of Feb. 22, 
1953, was supported. 

The Big Ten probation re- 
sulted from discovery of the op- 
eration of the Spartan Founda- 
tion and an inner group, the 
Century Club, which collected 
at least $55,000. These funds 
were not administered by the 
college, but $33,000 was turned 
over to the college by the foun- 
dation at the time of the Big 
Ten action. 

The council said there was 
evidence indicating strongly that 
foundation funds were paid to 
athletes, but there was no posi- 
tive evidence such aid was 
granted while the athletes were 
in competition.

Wray Honored 
By the Ad Club 


John E. Wray, sports colum- 
nist for the Post-Dispatch, was 
honored today by the Advertis- 
ing Club of St. Louis for more 
than 50 years of activity in the 
field of sports. 

Wray, sports editor for nearly 
40 years, was awarded a plaque 
in recognition of “a half - century 
of chronicling the best in sports 


for the vast St. Louis area audi- 
ence and maintaining during this 
long period the highest stand- 
ards of journalism and personal 
good sportsmanship.” 

Many sports figures were on 
hand as the Ad Club paid trib- 
ute to the “World of Sports in 
the Louisiana Purchase Terri- 
tory” at its seventh Shirt Sleeve 
Session at Hotel’ Statler. 

Presentation of the plaque 
was made by Joe Forshaw, mar- 
athon runner in the Olympics 
of 1904, 1908 and 1912 and a 
close personal friend of Wray. 
Forshaw said that it was in the 
words of such writers as Wray 
that the “glories of sports” are 
kept alive. 

In receiving the award Wray 
recalled some of the highlights 
of his sports writing career, 
starting with the first World 
Series game he saw in 1885, 
when the home plate at Sports- 
man’s Park was in the southeast 
corner convenient to the beer 
drinking emporium of the fa- 
bulous Chris Von der Ahe. .

Power Policy Favoring Greater 
Initiative by Private Agencies 


Department of Interior Statement Says 
‘Primary Responsibility’ for Supplying 
Current to an Area ‘Rests With the Peo- 


ple Locally.’

T HE EISENHOWER ADMINISTRATION'S power policy, which 


states, was spelled out in an official statement today. 

Made public at the Department of the Interior was a long 
statement of policy which Under Secretary Ralph Tudor said had 
been cleared with the President and members of the Cabinet, 
including Secretary of the Interior Douglas McKay. 


“Ordinarily in contracts with 
public agencies or co-operatives 
for the sale of electric energy no 
resale rate controls will be im- 
posed by the Department of the 
Interior. It will be presumed 
that such bodies are responsi- 
ble directly to customers they 
serve and are fully protecting 
the interest of these customers. 

“In all contracts with cus- 
tomers other than public agen- 
cies or co-operatives, provision 


will be made to prohibit the re- 


sale of energy unless the pur- 
chaser is a public utility serv- 
ing principally domestic and 
rural customers. In the latter 
event, provision will be made 
to insure that power is fur- 
nished to ultimate consumers at 
the lowest rates whicH shall re- 
flect as nearly as possible the 
cost of the service plus a rea- 
sonable return on the investment 
at work.” 


Will Plan Construction. 


“The Department of the In- 
terior will, therefore, actively 
plan and recommend construc- 
tion of generating facilities in 
hydro projects under its juris- 
diction when such facilities are 
economically justified and feas- 
ible. The department will par- 
ticularly emphasize those multi- 
purpose projects with hydro- 
electric developments which, be- 
cause of size or complexity, are 
beyond the means of local, pub- 
lic or private enterprise. 


“It in recognized that the 
primary responsibility for sup- 
plying power needs of an area 
rests with the people locally. 
The responsibility of the De- 
partment of the Interior is to 
give leadership and assistance in 
the conservation and wise utili- 
zation of natural resources. The 
department does not assume 
that it has the exclusive right 
or responsibility for the con- 
struction of dams or the gener- 
ation, transmission and sale of 
electric energy in any area, 
basin, or region. 

“In general it will not oppose 
the construction of facilities 
which local interests, either 
public or private, are willing 
and able to provide in accord- 
ance with the licenses and other 
controls of the Federal Power 
Commission or other appropri- 
ate regulatory bodies and which 
are consonant with the best de- 
velopment of the natural re- 
sources of the area.” 

Hell's Canyon Case. 

Tudor pointed out that the 
department had given effect to 
this last statement of policy by 
withdrawing from the proceed- 
ings before the Federal Power 
Commission, where the Idaho 
Power Co. is seeking ‘a license 
for three relatively small dams 
on the Snake river. Under the 
former Administration, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Oscar Chap- 
man had intervened to oppose 
Idaho Power’s application on the 
ground that a single multi-pur- 
pose federal dam at Hell’s Can- 
yon was preferable. 

Tudor said, in response to a 
question, he could not foresee 
any possible future situation in 
which the Interior Department 
would oppose private develop- 
ment of a power site, but he 
would not want to foreclose ac- 
tion in advance by saying that 
in no case would the department 
object. 

On the subject of transmission 
facilities the policy statement 


said: 
“The Department of the In- 
terior will construct and operate

Tudor said he thought there 
had been, in the past, a tendency 
to put industrial users of power 
“higher on the totem pole” than 
domestic and rural consumers, 
and that the new policy would 
reverse that process. 

Policy on Rates. 

On the subject of rates, the 

policy statement said: 


“The Department of the in- 


terior will dispose of power and 
energy at the lowest possible 
rates to consumers consistent 
with sound businéss principles. 
Rate schedules will be prepared 
on a basis which will provide for 
the cost of producing and trans- 
mitting the energy and will re- 
turn the capital investment in 
generation and transmission fa- 
cilities together with interest in 
not more than 50 years. If recla- 
mation costs are assigned to 
power, rates for power shall be 
such as to recover these addi- 
tional costs within a reasonable 
time. 

“Rates will be reviewed at 
periodic intervals, generally not 
exceeding every five years, and 
at such times adjustments will 
be made to reflect actual costs 
where only estimates were avail- 
able before, to reflect additions 
to the system which are in oper- 
ation at the time of application 
of the new rates, and other prop- 
er items. 

Ultimately, of course, power 
policy is written in the statutes 
and a policy statement can only 
indicate how the statutes will 
be applied. Tudor, asked to in- 
dicate wherein the policy an- 
nounced today differs from that 
pursued in the past, said he 
could not generalize on it— 
there were differences in many 
details, but it was difficult to 
make an over-all statement.

U. N. if Reds Are 
Seated.

HE United States should use 
T ihe veto, if necessary, to 

keep the Chinese Com- 
munists out of the United Na- 
tions, Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
and a member of the American 
delegation to the General As- 
sembly, declared here late yes- 
terday. 

Wiley took issue with pro- 
that the United States 
withdraw from the world organ- 
ization if the Chinese Reds are 
admitted. 

Such proposals have been 
made by Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, Senate ma- 
jority leader, among others. 
Wiley’s statement thus revealed 
a split between two of the Sen- 
ate’s most powerful G.O.P. 
leaders on this issue. 

Notes Argument Against Veto. 

Wiley noted in his statement 
that “it has been argued that 
China is already a permanent 
member of the U.N. and that in 
any vote to determine which 
group should represent China, 
the veto would not be applic- 
able.” 

However, Wiley went on, “I 
hope very much that our Gov- 
ernment will take the position 
that it (the veto) # applicable.” 

The United States could with- 
draw from the U.N., Wiley said 
“but we must realize that if it 
ever became necessary for us 
to resort to such drastic action, 
it would undoubtedly mean the 
end of that organization and a 
serious setback for the cause of 
world peace. 

“Now that is exactly what 
some governments want,” Wiley 
asserted, without giving any in- 
dication of what governments 
he had in mind. “They want to 
see the U.N. scrapped so they 
can return to the old system of 
alliances and power politics. 

„1 am sure that the Amer- 
ican people do not want to re- 
vert to a ‘jungle’ world, but will 
continue to work for a decent 
and lawful world.” 

Sees No Reason to Change. 

Wiley began his statement by 
noting that “the American po- 
sition has consistently been that 
no nation or government should 
be permitted to shoot its way 
into the U.N. That is our pol- 
icy and nothing has happened 
recently that leads me to think 
we should make a change. 

“The Congress of the United 
States has on several occasions 


the new policy differs from the 
New Deal and Fair Deal policy 
in that it will favor greater 
initiative by private, rather than 
public agencies, and the assump- 
tion of greater responsibilities 
by states and local communities, 
rather than the Federal Gov- 
ernment. There is no hint of 
any great conception such as an- 
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other Tennessee Valley Author- 


ity, or Bonneville Power Admin- 
istration. 

An exception to the general 
rule was noted in the statement 
that requirements of national 
defense might at some time dic- 
tate a departure from the stated 
policy, and such adjustments as 
then would be required would of 
course be made. 

“The primary responsibilities 
of the department,” the state- 
ment said, “are the reclamation 
of arid and semi-arid lands un- 
der the Federal reclamation 
laws and the development of 
natural resources as authorized 
by Congress. These responsibil- 
ities include the disposal of sur- 
plus electric energy which can 
be economically produced in the 
course of the development of 
these resources. 

Asked if the policy was one 
designed to obtain more and 
cheaper power, Tudor said he 
thought it would result in more 
power because the Federal Gov- 
ernment would encourage other 
agencies, public and private, to 
develop power sources, The Fed- 
eral Government, he said, was 
not big enough to do the job 
alone. 

“That takes care of the ‘more’: 
What about the cheaper?” he 
was asked. 

J think we will have to rec- 
ognize,” Tudor said, “that we 
cannot get power as cheap in 
e future as we have in the 
past because construction costs 
have gone up. But we will do 
everything in our power to see 
— we get it as cheaply as pos- 

e.“ 

Assistant Secretary Fred Aan- 
dahl, who was present at the 
conference, added that he ex- 
pected the new policy to pro- 
duce power cheaper than it could 
be otherwise, because the Fed- 
eral Government would have less 
responsibility and the encourage- 
ment of more local responsibil- 
ity would make for greater effi- 
ciency. . :

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Decency Without a Censor 


Fear of widespread police censorship has‘ might be asking themselves whether it is in the 


been aroused in publishers by complaints in 


the police to action. And this often has been 


more zealous than wise. 
A case in point is that of Police Chief Edward 


J. Allen Jr. of Youngstown, Ohio, who ordered 


old city ordinance against obscene and immor 


printed matter. 


Happily, his action has led to a ruling by 


Judge Charles J. McNamee of the United States 


District Court of Northern Ohio which gives 
valuable guidance to those seeking to solve the 
difficult problem of getting rid of smut without 
violating the freedom of publication guaranteed 
by the First Amendment. 
— * * 

* Judge McNamee upheld the validity of the 
Youngstown ordinance and cited Supreme Court 
precedents for doing so. “It is the business of 
government to protect public morals,” he said. 
But this does not give a policeman the right te 
prepare an arbitrary list of books and then to 
threaten a dealer with arrest and prosecution 
unless he stops offering these titles for sale. 
And that is what Chief Allen did in Youngstown. 

The police chief had no authority to censor 
books, said Judge Me It was his duty to 
examine suspected beoks for probable cause for 
prosecution. He could make an arrest, and then 
it would be for the city authorities to prove the 
charge beyond reasonable doubt. But only a 
competent court could adjudge a book to be ob- 
scene or immoral. And until a judge did so, 
there would be no warrant for its suppression. 

This is a healthy ruling. If generally followed, 
it will prevent improper action based merely on 
the outraged sensibilities of groups or influen- 
tial individuals. It will prevent the sort of po- 
lice suppression which, no matter how well- 
intentioned in a case like this, might spread to 
such important areas as that of the advocacy of 
political ideas. 

* * * 

The enforcement of ordinances against inde- 
cent publications, Judge McNamee admitted, 
presents “difficulties seldom encountered in 
the enforcement of criminal law.” But the com- 


munity is not helpless if it follows the specific ~ 


pattern of the judicial process. Although the 
central problem of what makes a book indecent 
was not really at issue in this case, Judge Mc- 
Namee referred to Judge Woolsey’s ruling in 
the famous “Ulysses” case and to a number of 
other legal guide-posts. 

Indirectly at least, he suggested that the pub- 
lishers take a closer look at these. The dealer is 
more or less caught between the publishers and 
the public. He cannot carefully scrutinize every 
book that comes for his shelves. “The publishers, 
however, read every book that is offered for 
sale,” said the Judge. “So when an obscene pub- 
lication is displayed on the bookstands, it is 
the publisher, acting with guilty knowledge, 
who is the real offender.” 

Judge McNamee has protected this man and 
his dealer against censorship and arbitrary ac- 
tion. But the Judge has also given him a hint 
between the lines that he himself is the source 
of most of his troubles. 
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Where the Food Dollar Goes 


Family food bills continue high although 


prices of many farm products are declining. . 


The consumer who asks “how come?” may find 
some illumination, if no comfort, in some fig- 
ures prepared by the Government. 

In 1946, the farmer received 52 cents out of 
every dollar spent for American-produced food. 
Today he receives only 44 cents. 

The processors, handlers, transporters and re- 
tailers of food took 48 cents of the food dollar 
in, 1946; today they take 56 cents. 

In other words, it is the old, old story of the 
“middleman,” who at various times in history 
has been denounced as a predatory influence 
victimizing both the consumer and the farmer. 
It is only fair to the middlemen of today, how- 
ever, to recognize that they are as much victims 
of inflation as anybody else. Their costs of all 
kinds, including wages, are high. Their increas- 
ing share of the consumer’s dollar may primar- 
ily reflect those costs, which are not so easily 
reduced ag the price of the farmer’s products. 

Nevertheless: many consumers will note with 
wonder that on the up side of the price cycle 
any increase in farm prices is almost instantly 
felt at the retail level, whereas a decline in farm 
prices for some reason has to be very large 
before it shows up in the bill at the check-out 
counter, 
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* Tracing the Money 

The School s building committee has 
recessed its inquiry into the “mutual benefit” 
and “welfare” funds collected from Building 
Department employes. In this breathing spell 
the committee can ask itself what has been de- 
veloped and what remains to be done, 

Perhaps the most important fact emerging 
from the reams of conflicting testimony is that 
Building Commissioner V. Harry Rhodes not 
only knew of the fund-raising activities but also 
approved of them.

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A Measure for Transit 

In its Los Angeles convention, the American 
Transit Association made some sensible propos- 
als for speeding up bus and streetcar move- 
ment, The program can serve as a measure of 
what is being done in St: Louis by the city, the 
Public Service Co. and the metropolitan board 
of freeholders now considering transit problems: 

1. Give transit priority on streets during rush 
hours. The city has not done it. 

2. Eliminate downtown curb parking. The city 
has imposed severe parking restrictions. 

3. Build parking lots on the edge of the bust- 
ness district and run express busses from them 
downtown, Public Service Co. has not done it. 

4. Stagger working hours to reduce rush-hour 
traffic. Business has not generally subscribed to 
this idea. 

5. Discourage use of autos downtown. Maybe 
this can be left to the motorists themselves, 
though if their present congestion does not dis- 
courage them, what will? 

6. Plan for transit service 10 years ahead, not 
for yesterday. That is exactly what the board of 
freeholders was appointed to do. The citizens 
expect the freeholders to survey the whole field 
of transit and traffic management, including the 
possibility of public transit ownership. The chief 
responsibility for transit improvement now rests 
with them. 
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Security Under Security Officers 

President Eisenhower's new security program 
for federal employes is creating a powerful new 
class of officials—the “security officers.” 

Under this program, department and agency 
heads are held responsible for the loyalty and 
reliability of employes, But, as Paul P. Kennedy 
writes in The New York Times, this is a huge 
task and department chiefs are largely depend- 
ing on security officers to do the work. Mrs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby, Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, decided the job needed special 
skills and hired an FBI man for it. 

With so much power over reputations and 
employment of federal employes concentrated 
in a few hands, the employes ought to have 
the protection of appeal to impartial judgment. 
But the Administration plan does not fully pro- 
vide for that. It creates an appeals system, but 
the department head can suspend an employe 
and reject his appeal. 

Hiram Bingham, head of the Loyalty Re- 
view Board replaced by the new program, eriti- 
cized this lack of appeal rights as the worst 
flaw. Mr. Bingham, a Republican who served 
as Governor and Senator from Connecticut, 
added this warning: 


It is lack of knowledge of human nature 
to think that the heads of 60 agencies mak- 
ing individual decisions will always do jus- 
tice to the individuals. 


Federal workers will find little comfort in 
the knowledge that justice is now so much in 
the hands of security officers. The Administra- 
tion ought to strengthen the appeals procedure 
without waiting for Mr. Bingham’s prophecy to 
be confirmed.

Communism’s Threat to India 


Public Opinion 


Postwar spiritual letdown, poverty and exploitation make coun- 
try ripe for Reds, says Indian educator-journalist; U.N. must 
be ready to defend republic from being engulfed like Tibet; 
best long-range hope lies in programs for widespread reform. 


Prem. Kumar in America 


The Chinese annexation of Tibet in 
1951-52 put a Communist state on 
India’s border. In the first Republic of 
India’s first general election, held 
January-February 1952, the Communist 
party scored unexpected successes. 

The Red tide is spreading. How long 
will it. be before it swallows India as it 
has swept over China? And if India 
goes Communist, will it be by the bullet 
or the ballot, by internal revolution or 
external aggression, or both? 

There had been, till the Tibet debacle 
and the elections provided a rude 
awakening, a * 
strange com- 
placency, conscious 
or unconscious, on 
the part of those 
who should know 


full nature and ex- 
tent of Communist 
challenge. 

This _ blindness 
of India’s leaders 
and of a large section of her people to 
the menace of Communism sprang 
mainly from their conviction that India 
was spiritually and nationally immune 
to the Communist virus. 

The fall of Tibet proved clearly that 
the Chinese pattern of Communism is 
no different from the Russian. Indian 
Communist leaders have, when it suited 
their plan of campaign, shown them- 
selves adept at the Russian pattern of 
strategy. Though they have temporarily 
abandoned it, they have suffered no 
change of heart. 


Middle Class Is Main Target 


Further, the spectacular election suc- 
cesses of the Communist party in South 
India have created the necessary Red 
pockets from which the Communists 
can hope to spread their sway over 
the whole of India. 

There are, besides, many other fac- 
tors which make Communism, in the 
late Sardar Patel’s words, “a mortal 
threat to the existence and security of 
the state.” 

The prospects of its gathering more 
adherents, especi among the edu- 
cated middle classes and the disaffected, 
rootless slum-dwellers in the large 
cities, are bright. 


The mass of the peasants, who form

Atmosphere Ripe for Reds 
Indeed, the contemporary climate of 
opinion in India is e 
spread of 
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intellectuals who, in spite of all their 
agnosticism, have an inherent need to 
worship some god—even if it is to be 
the false god of the Communist state. 


In the India of the immediate future, 
life, for the majority of its inhabitants, 
will continue to be insecure. Millions 
of people will continue, not knowing 
where the next meal Will come from. 


Capitalism and unrestricted individu- 
alism will still be rampant in the towns, 
where millions are the wage-slaves of 
the few. There is already abroad among 
the “dispossessed” in the towns and 
villages a growing sense of frustration, 
uncertainty and discontent that is bound 
to grow during the exigencies of the 
next five years, and which may one day 
erupt with incalculable consequences. 


Communism professes to offer equal- 
ity and security to all; it actually gives 
only the husks of both. But who could 
blame the masses if in their ignorance 
they decided to sacrifice their birth- 
right of liberty for a roof over their 
heads and a full stomach? 


To Stop the Communist Tide 


When we remember, furthermore, 
that Communism depends not on num- 
bers but on a small, disciplined, ruth- 
less minority, the danger becomes in- 
creasingly grave. 

How then can the Communist tide be 
stopped from engulfing India as it has 
engulfed China tend Tibet? Aggres- 
sion from abroad, should it come, can 
be met only by force; and India, sup- 
ported by the armed forces of the 
United Nations, must be ready, willing 
and able to defend her native soil 
against foreign attack. e 

Internally, steps should be taken to 
suppress treasonable activities, by force 
if necessary. But force, while it may 
meet the immediate danger, is ‘no ulti- 
mate n against internal or ex- 
ternal Communism. 

Communism will remain a potential 
menace so long as the social and eco- 
nomic soil and the intellectual climate 
in India remain favorable. 

As a long-term defense against it, 
the Congress party, which emerged 
from the elections as the main bulwark 
against the Communists, must immedi- 
ately start implementing its construc- 
tive programs of reform.

DENVER, Aug. 18 (AP) — 
President Eisenhower today in- 
dorsed an American Red Cross 
appeal for funds to help relieve 
distressed victims of the recent 
earthquakes in Greece,

Paul of Greece expressing the 
President's profound sympa- 
thy” over the distress.

The French Situation

OOKING over the book shelves at my mother’s home 
last night, I goticed a row of shabby Baedekers, and 
selected one at random. The first page was marked 
“Money Table.” It said that the dollar was worth four 
5 shillings in England, five 
francs in France, four 
marks in Germany, and 
five kroner in Austria. 

I looked at the date— 
1912. About 40 years ago. 
I thought it might as well 
have been 1000 years ago 
and from à different 
planet. Well, that of 
course, is one of those 
emotional exaggerations. 
For the very maps in that 
small Baedeker foretold 
war, and there were some 
people even then who 
could read them. Those 
safe bright years were just 
not as good as they looked. 

But how good and stable 
the money table still looked 
in retrospect! Could it be 
that the franc had once 
been worth 20 cents in 
American money? Today it is worth only a fraction of a 
cent,.and France is paralyzed by strikes—two facts that are 
not unrelated.

SEVEN YEARS AGO I risked a prophecy. I said that 
France would come back, because the land was there and 
the people were there. I said France would not go Com- 
munist, because the French mind is temperamentally un- 
suited to Communism. But I said that France had two 
problems that seemed insolyble, one financial, one political. 


France has come back in terms of production, gross 
income, rehabilitation, and birth rate. Most of her people 
are eating well. France has not gone Communist. But she 
has not solved her two problems, and that is the reason for 
the present strikes, the gravity of which cannot be minimized.

THESE TWO PROBLEMS have their roots far back in 
time, as far back as 1789. Two world wars, a six-year 
occupation by enemy forces, Communism, and the war in 
Indo-China have aggravated the two problems mightily, but 
they did not create them. A sick man may acquire a 
second disease which retards his recovery, but it does not 
follow that the curing of the second disease would insure 
his recovery. 

Wound together like the strands of a rope, the two 
problems cannot be separated, except quite arbitrarily, for 
purposes of discussion. Perhaps first we should examine 
the financial strand. I’ll do it in my next column Thursday.

The other conventions which 
Edith has directed have been in 
Los Angeles, Miami, Fla., and 
New York City. Each time she 
has had to start working nearly 
a year in advance to find out all 
she can about the city so she 
can answer the questions of con- 
ventioneers which range from 
where to buy a hat to which bus 
to take to the next county. 


Her problem in Los Angeles 
wasn’t so bad, because she had 
lived and worked there for a 
couple of years. But then she 
had to set up headquarters and 
home in Miami for nearly a 
year, in New York the following 
year, and has been in St. Louis 
since last February. 

“One of the first things I do is 
to become familiar with the 
city,” she said. “Sometimes that 
takes as long as two months. I 
go on streetcars and busses all 
over town so I can orient my- 
self. I need to know where 
stores and restaurants are, where 
you can buy anything from 
bunting to foreign food. 


“I even take sight-seeing 
tours.” 

But sight-seeing is no strange 
occupation to Edith. In fact, 
that’s how she gofinto her pres- 
ent career. 

“After I got out of service, I 
started to work as a secretary 
for a Los Angeles sight-seeing 
company,” she said. We had so 
many requests for help from 
tourists who needed hotel ac- 
commodations so they could take 
our California tours that I- be- 
gan to help them get rooms. 

“One day I said, ‘What am I 
doing here, running a hotel bu- 
reau?’ Somehow, it clicked with 
all of us and we decided to set 
up a personal service bureau, in 
connection with the company, to 
get hotel accommodations and 


That put me in touch with the 
hotels, and when the American 
Legion convention met in Los 
Angeles in 1950 I was asked to 
help on the housing problem. 
Then the Legion asked me to 
join the staff as convention sec- 
retary. 

“I go into a city nine or 10 
months in advance to make all 
arrangements. They have local 
committees, of course, but I 
serve as a co-ordinator. I tell 
them what each must do, then 
it’s up to me to check and make 
sure everything is all right.” 


One committee, for instance, 
has to make sure that badges are 
ordered for all 35,000 guests. 
Another one has to arrange for 
the proper facilities for the 
drum and bugle corps contests. 
And then there’s the parade 
committee which has to clear the 
route with police, provide suf- 
ficient space for spectators, and 
a reviewing stand for national 
officials.

Discipline at 43

HAVE a problem with my grandson, 4% years of 
4 | ase. a grandmother writes. “I have the care of him 
all day. His mother works; his father never comes 
to see him. In our household there are my two daughters 
and son. Bobby seems to be getting a very hateful dis- 
position which I don’t like at all. 

“He started with his Aunt. He didn’t want her to come 
home, and would rush to sit in her place at the table, and 
say, ‘You can't have any supper.’ Now he is starting with

eg aunt and I are the only ones that make him mind 
and I think that is why he doesn’t like us. 1 may be wrong. 
Will be looking for an answer.”

WE WERE INTERESTED to have your letter about 
your grandson. Undoubtedly he is responding, as you sus- 
pect, to the two people who make him mind. Many 4-year- 
olds respond with spiteful, hateful behavior to those who 
keep them in line. 

Therefore it is up to you to see if you perhaps can get 

him to do things he should without stimulating this spite 
response from him. 
* "Children of this age (414 to 5) are often much interested 
in the calendar. Sometimes they will do things for you 
on certain days because the calendar says so. That is, the 
calendar says that this is the day when they mind grandma, 
ete. You can choose one or two days a week for this; and 
not try so hard with your discipline on the other days. 

This may not be the exact thing which will work with 
him, but if not, perhaps your ingenuity will provide some 
other similar trick. But in any event, whenever you can 
remove the demand from you yourself, and make it be that 
the “clock says,” or “the calendar says” or “it’s the rule” 
—that is, make the demand a little more impersonal—it 
often works with these children. 

Boys like your grandson are difficult to handle, but 
that does not mean that all discipline should be removed. 
Often if you are firm and insist on things, even though for 
a while they say they don’t like you—if you remain calm 


and impersonal, they do come to have a respect for you.

SOMETIMES CHILDREN are encouraged unduly and 
their preferences are made to seem too important by a good 
deal of questioning about “Whom do you like best?” Or, 
“Do you love Mummy? Do you love Daddy?” This kind 
of thing is usually bad except in very small doses. 

Your grandson is also in a very difficult position in a 
household with so many adults. Some children will take 
discipline only from their mother. But in your grandson’s 
case this cannot be accomplished because his mother is 
away all day. His mother, however, can build you up in 
the child’s mind as the one who helps him make decisions. 

We hope that with slightly different techniques on 
your part, and the coming of Five, things may improve a

State Marshals Its Forces in Effort to Wipe Out Plural Marriage Practices of United Effort Cult

OLYGAMY, like witchcraft or 

mass suicide, was hardly a 

custom identified with mod- 
ern American life. Those who 
thought of plural families at all 
thought of South Sea Island 
aborigines, King Solomon’s 1000 
wives and the nineteenth cen- 
tury Mormons whose Brigham 
Young was survived by 17 
spouses and 47 children. Of late, 
the market in multiple wives had 
certainly been limited. 

Such was the state of affairs 
the other Sunday at 4 a.m. when 
one of the strangest convoys of 
recent times bumped along the 
one-lane dirt road winding into 
the village of Short Creek, Ariz. 
Riding in the blacked-out cars 
were 102 deputy sheriffs and 
Arizona state highway patrol- 
men; Superior Court Judge J. 
Smyth Gibbons; Arizona Attor- 
ney General Ross F. Jones; a 
platoon of doctors and welfare 
workers; 35 reporters; food sup- 
plies for 200 persons; blueprints 
and lists showing the location of 
each building in Short Creek 
and its occupants; and four boxes 
containing warrants for the ar- 
rest of 122 persons, virtually the 
entire adult population of Short 
Creek. ' 

The moon was in almost com- 
plete eclipse as the caravan crept 
forward. The pink sand and the 
faded red cliffs of northern Ari- 
zona's arid “Strip” country were 
steeped in the uniform grey of 
the desert night. There was 
some tension among the mem- 
bers of the expedition. Some 
thought they might need their 


guns. 

Suddenly, a finger of light 
poked through the darkness, 
hung briefly on the leading pa- 
trol car, and was gone again. 
The convoy had been spotted. 
At 4:02 am. Highway Patrol 
Capt. Richard Whitlow flashed 
on his headlights and let his si- 
ren wail. The occupation of 
Short Creek was on. 

There was no shooting as the 
more than 50 cars came to a halt 
on Short Creek's only street. In- 
stead, most of the defendants 
named in the warrants, includ- 
ing 14 girls under the age of 18, 
were assembled around the flag- 
pole in their schoolyard. There 
were women in long, severe 
dresses reminiscent of the last 
century, men with long matted 
beards and teen-aged mothers 
holding babies. They had hoist- 
ed the American flag in the 
night and they were singing 
“America.” 

These were the polygamists 
of Short Creek, the last strong- 
hold of polygamy in America. 
This was the town where one 
man reportedly has half a dozen 
wites and 30 children, the home 
of the “United Effort” cult that 
calls itself a Fundamentalist 
Mormon sect, although the Mor- 
mon Church, which renounced 
plural marriage in 1890, dis- 
owned it in 1939. 

Not long after the warrants 
were served and Judge Gibbons 
set up court if the school build- 
ing, Gov. Howard Pyle went on 
the air with news of the raid, the 
biggest police action in the his- 
tory of the state. The Governor

of the Grand Canyon. The Ari- 
zona Legislature had appropriat- 
ed $50,000 for an undisclosed 
emergency and the Governor 
had secretly declared a state of 
insurrection so the money could 
be legally used to investigate 
polygamy in Short Creek. 

“Here is a community,” said 
Gov. Pyle, “unalterably dedi- 
cated to the wicked theory that 
every maturing child should be 
forced into the bondage of mul- 
tiple wifehood with men of all 
ages for the sole purpose of 
producing more children to be 
reared to become more chattels 
of this totally lawless enter- 
prise.” 

The Governor had some star- 
tling statistics. Sixteen years ago, 
two men with half-a-dozen wives 
constituted about the entire 
population of Short Creek. The 
colony mushroomed by multiple 
marriage so that there now were 
263 children under legal age and 
by nightfall of the raid day the 
raiders had helped deliver the

“It is easy to see from this 
rapid expansion that in another 
10 years the population of Short 
Creek would be in the thousands 
and an army would not be suffi- 
cient to end the defiance of all 
that is right,” Gov. Pyle said. 
“Highly competent investigators 
have been unable to find a single 
instance in the last decade of a 
girl child reaching the age of 15 
without having been forced into 
a shameful mockery of mar- 
riage.”

HE eultists naturally took a 

different view. They de- 

scribed themselves as “true 
Joseph Smith Mormons,” after 
the man who founded the Mor- 
man faith in 1830, and charged 
that the raid violated their con- 
stitutional right to religious 
freedom. 

“We have done no wrong,” 
said 65-year-old Leroy Johnson, 
the purported leader of the coh 
ony. We just practice our reli- 
gion according to our beliefs. 
The women don’t have to marry 
if they don't want to. I defy any- 
one to prove that any girl was 
ever forced into marriage.” 

But a sobbing 17-year-old girl 
told officers: 

“I was told I had to marry a 
70-year-old man. I told them 
they could kill me first. They

finally gave me a second choice 
of marrying a 45-year-old man. 
It was so hopeless, I gave up. 
I was his fourth wife.” 

Gov. Pyle left no doubt 
that the state would “throw the 
book” at Short Creek. Investi- 
gators, he said, had evidence 
that the Short Creekers had 
committed statutory rape, adult- 
ery, bigamy, open and notorious 
cohabitation, contribution to the 
delinquency of minors marrying 
the spouse of another, income 
tax evasion, failure to comply 
with Arizona corporation laws, 
misappropriation of school funds 
and falsification of public rec- 
ords. 

Authorities also announced 
they would assess the entire 
cost of the pre-dawn raiding 
operation on the community. Va- 
rious fines to be levied might 
total $500,000 or more. The of- 
ficials were frank in stating the 
purpose of this harshness: they 
want to wipe out Short Creek. 

History indicates that they 
might have quite a job on their 
hands. Existence of polygamy in 
the Short Creek area has been 
an open secret since about 1935 
when applications for county re- 
lief disclosed that there were a 
number of families who shared 
the same father. There have 
been sporadic prosecutions ever 
since. Jail sentences were oc- 
casionally meted out, but they 
were usually brief and the cult 
kept growing. Some of.the con- 
victions went to the United 
States Supreme Court and were 
reversed because of technical-
